The speaker then read the in- 
structions to act asa unit passed by the Saratoga 
convention. 

Mr. Fellows continued by saying that as tar as 
he was ¢oncerned, the method by which the yote 
of the delegation should be governed, New York 
alone had the right to command it. In the state 
convention every member from that state in this 
convention voted for the enforcement of the unit 
rule, and the delegation itself had declared by 
more than two-thirds majority that its chairman 
shonid express the will o1 the state by casting its 
72 votes as one. He bade them to pause betore 
they struck down ruthlessly the express will of 
the sovereign state of New York, as given in the 
resolution which he had read. 

Mr. Minzie, of Judiana, offered as an amendment 
to the amendment, that no state shall change its 
vote until the result of the ballot has been an- 
nounted.
